To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Harrisville  in  the  County 
of  Cheshire  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs : 

You  are  hereb}'  notified  to  meet  at  Eagle  Hall  in  said 
Harrisville  on  Tuesday,  the  ninth  day  of  March,  next,  at  nine- 
thirty  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following 
subjects : 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for  the  year  en- 
suing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray-  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropria- 
tions of  the  same. 

3.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  observe  Old  Home  Day 
and  make  an  appropriation  of  $100.00  for  the  same. 

4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  accept  state  aid  for 
highways  and  raise  and  appropriate  and  set  aside  for  said  pur- 
pose $1,392.00  or  will  accept  state  aid  construction  for  Class  V 
roads  and  raise  and  appropriate  or  set  aside  for  said  purpose 
the  sum  of  $487.38. 

5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate,  borrow  or 
raise  bj*  taxation  a  sufficient  sum  for  material  and  supervision 
for  W.  P.  A.  applications  approved,  or  which  may  be  approved, 
bv  the  Federal  Government. 


6.  To  see  what  sum.  if  any,  the  town  will  vote  to  install 
heat  in  the  selectmen's  room  and  libraiy. 

7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  appropriate  $50.00  to 
be  used  under  the  direction  of  the  Monadnock  Regional  Associa- 
tion.

During  the  j'ear  65  school  visits  were  made. 

61  home  visits  were  made  to  encourage  parents  to  have 
their  children's  defects  corrected  and  to  instruct  them  to  care 
for  communicable  diseases. 

Visits  were  made  to  school  officials  to  discuss  matters  per- 
taining to  the  health  work  in  the  school. 

The  cod  liver  oil  and  milk  during  the  past  three  years  has 
been  very  beneficial  to  the  children ;  with  the  correction  of  de- 
fects, leaving  them  free  to  gain,  many  have  overcome  a  tend- 
ency to  malnutrition. 

"The  weighing  and  measuring  procedure  has  been  an  ac- 
tivity of  great  interest  to  the  children  and  parents.  The  child 
sees  in  his  gain  in  height  and  weight  evidence  of  his  own 
growth." 
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Milk  is  most  essential  in  the  child's  diet ;  it  is  needed  to  sup- 
ply calcium  for  the  growth  of  bone  and  teeth  and  contains  many 
other  food  substances  necessary  to  normal  growth  and  develop- 
ment of  children.  If  possible  parents  should  see  that  each  child 
drinks  three  or  four  glasses  of  milk  daily. 

The  first  teeth  must  be  watched  carefully  and  kept  clean; 
when  the  baby  has  two  or  three  teeth,  a  little  cotton  on  a  tooth- 
pick or  a  small  soft  brush  should  be  used  to  remove  particles 
of  food  from  between  and  around  them.  If  through  carelessness 
or  oversight  a  cavity  appears  it  should  be  filled  immediately. 

Many  children  who  have  come  to  the  clinics  have  previous- 
ly lost  or  have  to  have  extracted  from  one  to  all  four  of  the 
so-called  "six  year  molars"  which  most  parents  do  not  trouble 
about,  thinking  them  temporary  teeth. 

The  presence  in  the  mouth  of  decayed  and  abcessed  teeth, 
both  temporary  and  permanent,  increases  the  susceptibility  to 
communicable  diseases,  helps  to  infect  tonsils,  cause  enlarged 
glands,  digestive  disorders  and  other  troubles. 

The  old  adage  "An  ounce  of  prevention  is  worth  a  pound  of 
cure,"  could  gainfully  be  applied  to  the  teeth. 

Ask  your  dentist's  advice  about  the  baby's  teeth.  Children 
need  not  have  fear ;  usually  they  like  to  go  to  the  dentist. 

I  thank  the  school  officials,  teachers,  parents  and  pupils  for 
their  help  and  interest  in  the  health  work.
